His Famous Fight To Convict North- 


ampton Bank Robbers 


Samuel T. Field, 81, the oldest and 


one of the most prominent members of 
the Franklin bar, died in his home in 
Shelburne Falls yesterday.

residence. Mr. Field was a graduate of 
Williams in the class 'of '45.

nors and their confederates rifled the

Northampton of securities to the val- 
ue of nearly $800,000. The robbery took 
place on the night of January 26, 1876. 
The trial took place in Northamoton.

was the most celebrated in crim- 


inal annals that has ever been tried 
in the Connecticut valley.

Mr. Field during the trial was 


Edward B. GiUett, the father of Fred- 
erick H. Gillett, at present represent- 
ing the 2d Massachusetts congression- 
al district. 


Mr. Field was a candidate for a sec- 


ond term, but failed to secure the re- 
publican nomination by a single vo'e 
in the judicial convention. The suc-

Bond.

that if 
Mr. Field had consented to a 


compromise and the bank and its de- 
positors, had promptly obtained their 
securities, the nomination would have 
gone to him, easily.

profit-sharing basis, the profits going to 
the operatives every six months In pro- 
portion to Ibeir wages. 


While Mr. Chase declines to talk about 


mm affairs, his action is taken to mean 
that be views the market for print cloth 
In a similar light to Mr. Borden. His 
action, furthermore, brings up the query 
whether other mill treasurers will fol- 
low suit, or if tbe Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation will refute to increase wages, 
Mr. Chase's notice takos effect Sept. 30.

Justice "White began his charge to the 


Jury at 3:29. 
He arose from his seat 


and stepped to the side of the bench 
nearest the jury box. He said: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury: In this case 


the defendant has acknowledged his 
guilt. 
Such an acknowledgment in 


such circumstances cannot go to the 
Jury or the court. 
The laiv requires 


that the defendant, charged with such 
a crime must be tried. 
The law says 


^mt all the facts must be observed aud 
reviewed by you. The law guarantees 
that the defendant shall have a fair 
trial by 12 men, impartial and fair, 
capable of taking the testimony of the 
trial and giving it thorough con<:dera- 
tion. 


"If, when all the circumstances of the 


case are considered by you. there still 
exists in your minds a reasonable doubt 
that the defendant is guilty yon cannot 
find this man guilty. The people have 
submitted evidence tending to show that 
this defendant committed this crime; 
they have given evidence tending to 
show that it was premeditated. 
If yon 


are satisfied that there was design and 
premeditation, and, if, in accordance 
with that premeditation and design, 
these shots were fired, then the defend- 
ant Is guilty of the crime of murder in 
the first degree. 
You must consider 


It fairly and without prejudice. 
You 


are the solo Judges of facts in this case." 


Continuing, Justice White said: "The 


Jurors must find him guilty beyond 
reasonable doubt. 
While a great deal 


has been written aud said on the defi- 
nition of 'reasonable doubt,' In this case 
It means that tbe jurors are bound to 
sift, compare and examine all tbe evi- 
dence and If, in their minds, there Is 
any doubt as to tbe defendant's guilt, 
they are bound to acquit the defendant. 
If there is no doubt in your minds, then 
you are bound to bring in a verdict of 
conviction. 


"I am very glad that up to the present 


stage of this lamentable affair, so far 
as the jurors and the people of this city 
are concerned, there has been shown 
that respect for the law that is bound to 
teach a valuable object lesson. Tbe de 
fendant has been given every advantage 
of experienced counsel. 
I deplore any 


Incitement to violence, and the man who 
Is ready to go out and commit a crime 
because some other man had committed 
a crime is as guilty as the latter, and 
his act is just as reprehensible. 


"It is proper that I should define the 


crime of murder in the first and second 
degrees and manslaughter in the first 
and second degrees. 
If the defendant 


on Sept. 6, did wrongfully 
assault. 


shoot or wound William McKinley b.i 
means alleged In tbe indictment, and if 
the act was committed with premed- 
itated design, and If the act was the solo 
and approximate cause of death, and if 
the defendant knew be was doing wrong 
at the time, tbe defendant was guilty 
of murder in the first degree.

act was not premeditated,

guilty of murder In tbe second degre?.

Lambert's trial will not bf> held until 
Nov. 19. Lambert will remain in jarl 
here awaiting the trial. 


The crime came to light on May 13, 


when the bodies of J. W. Allen,'a prom- 
Inent and prosperous farmer and mem- 
ber of the board of selectmen of (he 
town of Shirley, and those of his wife 
and 14-year-old daughter, were found 
lying among the smouldering embers of 
their home ,on a lonely stage road, lead- 
Ing from Monson to Moosehead lake. 
The bodies'were burned so badly that 
only the charred bones were left to 
show that human lives had been sac- 
rificed. 
There were evidences of mur- 


der, and for a time there was an air el 
deepest mystery. 
Allen was 6S years 


of age; his wife was 60. 


Henry Lambert, a. Freuch-Canadian 


guide, who lived nt-arby. wns at first 
supposed to have seen the light of tbe 
burning house, and upon hastening to 
tbe rescue, was set upon by iho mur- 
derer o fthe Allen family and killod. 
Lambert, however, made his appearance 
ou May 14, and said he knew uothng 
concerning the tragedy.

DEATH'S SUDDEN CALL 


Jnd;e Wilson, Counsel In Many Noted 


Cases, Passe* Away 


Washington, Sept. 25.—Jeremiah Mor- 


row Wilson, principal counsel for Rear 
Admiral Schley, and one of the leading 
lawyers of Washington, died suddenly 
in his apartments in the Shoreham ho- 
tel shortly after 11 o'clock yesterday. 
Heart failure, superinduced by an at- 
tack of acute indigestion, coupled with 
Bright's disease, caused his death. Al- 
though somewhat indisposed Monday 
night and yesterday morning, the end 
came unexpectedly. 


Judge Wilson was a native of Ohio 


and was 75 years old. 
Early in life 


he removed to Indiana, where he served 
on the common pleas and circuit court 
benches. 
He represented an Indiana 


district in the Forty-second and Forty- 
third congresses. 


After his retirement from congress he 


formed a partnership with an associate 
In congress. Judge Shellabarger, and the 
firm soon took rank at the very front 
of the Washington bar.

well-known cases in which Mr. Wilson 
was counsel were the star route trials, 
the Holt will case, the Brecktnridge- 
Pollard breach of promise case, the trial 
of Captain Howgate for embezzlement, 
the court-martial proceedings against 
General Swaiu, the Oberlln Carter case, 
nnd the Venezuela.

HIS DESTINY EN 


Among the thousands of expressions

confidence in President Roosevelt 


from the press of the country without 
regard to political faith this from the 
Boston Herald commands a place as 
being one of the most discriminating:

make a better president as the succes- 
sor to William McKinley than 
he 


woufld have made if he had been 
ch/>aen president by the people. This 
because the character of the one presi- 
dent may be expected to modify in 
operation that of the other. There Is 
•tactly 
the 
sobering 
effect 
upon 


Roosevelt that was needed in his en- 
tering the presidency in this way. He 
might have come into it as a kind of 
hurrah candidate and in so doing he 
would have been in danger of not 
,doing Justice to himself any more than 
to the nation. For Mr. Roosevelt is 
much more than a hurrah personality. 
He is a h'ghly intelligent and a thor- 
oughly educated gentteman. He has 
thought and studied on the subject of 
public life. He had some of the ex- 
uberence of youth as a politician, and 
the Spanish wax brought it into rather 
disproportionate 
exercise. 
The ap- 


plause he received in connection with 
his record there would have been a 
disadvantage to him in view of his 
entering upon great 
responsibilities. 


His coming to the presidency now is 
as if he took it at the age of fifty in- 
stead of that of 40, for, certainly, the 
tragic events connected with his ac- 
cession are equivalent to adding more 
than 10 years to his lite in thoughtful- 
ness and the sense of the responsibility 
implied in the office. He is a safer 
president than he would have been 
under the other conditions—indeed, we 
are much inclined to regard him as a 
fate presidentx absolutely as he now 
to." 


AN that President Roosevelt has ever 


done in the way of study, adventure, 
politics and statesmanship has con- 


The Czolgosz trial waa short and 


decisive, the lawyers and court offi- 
cials earning the praise of the nation 
for their appreciation of all the de- 
mands of the situation. Justice Is to 
be swift and sure. 


The conduct of the trial has taught 


one lesson in the way of the exercise 
of good sense as well as a mechanical 
rule in the choice of Junes. For one 
of the most notable things about the 
trial was the fact that every one of 
the 12 jurymen admitted in his pre- 
liminary 
examination 
that he had 


formed an opinion in the case, while 
those who said they had formed none 
were rejected. There could be no 
doubt as to what this opinion was. 
The assassin's lawyers, wisely recog- 
nizing that it was utterly impossible 
to secure a jury of intelligent men who 
had not heard of the crime and formed 
an opinion of the guilt of the man they 
were to try, were content to accept 
men who said they would be guided in 
their verdict by the law and the evi- 
dence of the case. 


Under the stress of a great national 


conviction one of the vital points of 
the jury system of Anglo-Saxon courts 
was recognized 
as 
impossible, 
and 


swept aside without a word of objec- 
tion. 
' 


AM men knew of the crime. All men 


had formed an opinion. Consequently 
men with opinions made up the jury. 
But the verdict was found on the evi- 
dence presented, and not on the pre- 
vious opinions of the men. To say 
that the evidence presented and com- 
mon knowledge before the trial were 
practically indentical is not to say 
that the same men would not have 
found an equally just verdict had this 
been untrue and their first opinions as 
positive as they were in this case. 


It is a sorry view of human intelli- 


gence which would deny that in this, 
case, as in any case, men would not 
have been guided by the evidence 
rather than by preconceived notions. 


And yet it has been a cardinal prin- 


ciple of the jury system that men with 
opinions should not sit. No matter 
how widely known the case, no matter 
if all intelligent men in the section 
where it was tried could hardly have 
failed to know of it, no matter if not 
to have formed some opinion was the 
mark of a lesser intelligence, from the 
time when the jury system was devel- 
oped until now, it has been understood 
that only men without opinions could 
properly try a case. 


It is to be hoped that the notable ex- 


ample of this trial will have its effect 
in a gradual and proper way on the at 
titude of the law to the jury. Where 
a case is not of sufficient general in- 
terest to be widely known it is easy 
and wise to secure good men who do 
not know the facts of it. But fin some 
capital crimes this principle should 
supplant the present one, that men 
with opinions may be more just in 
passing judgment than men without 
opinions.

THE PROBLEM OF ANARCHY 


An Address of Prof. John E. Russell of 


Williams at Putney, Vt. 


The death of President McKinley is 


the nation's first sacrifice to anarchy. 


Tin,* lAmtrtcan peoplfs have given 


shelter and protection to a class of 
men whose deadly power and intent 
this people as little suspected as did 
the man in the fable who warmed to 
life a viper in his bosom only to feel 
its fatal stmg. 


Anarchy, a strange and terrible ex- 


otic, having no shadow of justifica- 
tion for its existence under a "govern 
ment of the people, by the people, 
and for the people," has been suffer- 
ed to live and bring forth its natu- 
ral fruit; the taste 'of that fruit has 
opened our eyes to the enormity of 
this new and strange peril that con- 
fronts us. 


What now will the American peo- 


ple do with those other men who are 
of like mind with the perpertrator of 
this murder most foul and unnatural, 
with those men whose teaching and 
influence lead directly to the. cornmis 
sjon of such deeds? Surely this peo- 
ple is strong enough to put down an- 
archy, to exterminate it, root ,and 
branch. 


The anarchists are in number 
but 


an insignificant fraction of the grealj 
body of citizens who compose the na- 
tion. Their doctrines and practices 
are abhorred 
and detested by the 


great mass of loyal men in the na-J 
ti'on, on whose support the govern- 
ment can rely in any measures it may. 
devise for the eradication of this evil. 
Let, 
then, 
the 
American 
people 


through its legislative and executive 
organs say to the world: 
Henceforth 


no man known to be an anarchist shall 
come from other lands to find a home 
in this land, over which waves that 
flag which is the symbol of 'law, 
»f 


right, as well as of liberty. 
There 


is still room under its ampl* folds for 
every man who can become a worthy 
citizen 'of this republic; but there is 
no room in all our vast domain for 
that one man whose proclaimed creed 
and whose manifest purpose 
means 


a deadly blow at the soverignty of 
that nation wh'ose protection he seeks, 


iLet tliis American people further 


say to these confessed anarchists in 
our land: 
Take your option; either 


leave this land, whose institutions of 
government and social order it is the 
spirit and tendency 'of your doctrine 
to destroy, or if you elect to remain 
you must acept those restraints which 
civilized society puts upon 
the 
so- 


cially unfit, the criminal and the in- 
isane. 
And finally ilet the national, 


government, with the co-operation 'of 
loyal citizens everywhere, so surround 
by its eternal vigilance those yet un- 
confesesd anarchists, that they shall 
be able to speak no word in the se- 
cret place that shall not be proclaim- 
ed upon the h'ousetop; that they shall 
not find in all our wide domain no 
nook nor cranny in which they can 
form a murderous plot and escape de- 
tection. 


Such measures, it seems to me, are 


justified and demanded by the pres- 
ent situation. 
I do not fielieve that 


this evil spirit of anarchy is of a kind 
that will gc out except by measures 
as drastic as those I have suggest- 
ed. Our right so to deal with the an- 
archist, I think, will hardly be dis- 
puted; the feasibiltiy of the methoo 
proposed may be questioned; but h'ow- 
ever that may be^ one thing is certain, 
the hour has come when this natiori 
must square its final account with the 
anarchists. There is no mistaking the 
purpose of these men—they are des- 
perately in earnest. Successful in om 
attempt upon the life of the chie 
magistrate 'of this nation, they will 
be emboldened to repeat that attempi 
upon his successor or upon the lives 
of other officials. Nothing but the na- 
tion's will, embodied in specific legis- 
lation and rendered effective by the 
co-operation of every, loyal citizen, 
can avert from us & repetition of F. 
calamity like that which has brough' 
at the same time profound national 
sorrow and national humiliation.

NEW BASKEIBALL HULES 


Several Important Changes Made That 


Will Improve tlw Game 


Changes in the playing rules have 


been made by the committee en rules 
of the national basketball league foi 
the season of 1901-02. While the gamu 
in general remains the same, import- 
ant alterations in the rules have been 
made. Dribbling plays, which it was re 
ported were to be eliminated, are, how 
ever, retained. The new code of rules

The corners must be rounded, 
baskets must be supported by brackets 
extending out 12 inches and' tightly 
drawn wire screns only are to serve 
as backboards./ The idea ol the round 
ing c'orners is to lessen the chances o£ 
injury, and of the basket extension to 
decrease the chances of caroming the 
ball into the goal. The

times a team may take out time ii! 
case of injuries, etc. is to be reduced 
to four in each half, the period of re- 
cuperation remaining three minutes. 
Another 
change will permit of two 


players holding the ball to struggle 
for it five seconds instead of the bal] 
being at once called dead. Last year 
a rule 
was introduced compelling a 


player to keep one hand at his side 
while jumping for the ball, and tha 
object 'of this rule was circumvented 
by first tapping the ball lightly ana1 
then catching it with both hands. This 
year it is explicitly stated in one rule 
that the ball must be batted with one 
hand and cannot be caught by thax 
player until it has touched the flooi 
or another player. Charging from thi 
rear will not be allowed and a player 
crowding an opponet from the rear 
must play him with one arm extended 
and entirely free. Slugging and othei 
offences which call for disqualification 
are to be punished "with a $5 fine f 01 
the first offence, $10 fine for thp sec- 
ond and a calendar month's susnen- 
sion for the third.

Board of Health Will Refuse Right to 
George W. Sweet to Build Slaughter 
House—Petitions Being Circulated. 


The board of health met Tuesday af- 


ternoon to consider the application of 
George W. Sweet of South Williams- 
tow^ for a license to build a slaughter 
house on property which he recently 
bought of John B. Gale, near the Gale 
farm on the road to South Williams- 
town, but action was deferred until 
Friday afternoon, when an open meet- 
Ing will be held in the opera house to 
give remonstrants an opportunity to 
start their reasons for objecting to 
the presence of the proposed slaughter 
house. 
This meeting will be heldfat 


2 o'clock and the board will render its 
decision after the meeting. 


The decision of the board of health 


at this meeting will be against grant- 
Ing the license to Mr. Sweet. A mem- 
ber said Tuesday that the board would 
not grant the license- because it be- 
lieved that the slaughter house would 
be a damage to the property in that 
section. 
The city people are now 


building in that direction, and already 
several have summer "homes in the vi- 
cinity, and the board believes that the 
slaughter house would be an Injury to 
the section. 
However, the board is 


anxious to acquaint itself 
with all 


phases of the case and Friday's meet- 
ing will be for that purpose. 


No matter has incensed the people 


in the upper part of the town so much 
since the trouble over the road super- 
intendent, and 
yesterday afternoon 


two petitions were started. These pe- 
titions read as follows: The under- 
signed, citizens and owners of real es- 
tate in this town, respectfully protest 
against licensing a slaughter house to 
be located on lands of George W. 
Sweet, bought of John B. Gale. The 
petition is addressed to the board of 
health and this morning had a good 
number of signers. 


•At the meeting of the board Tuesday, 
afternoon the sanitary conditions on 
a part of Linden street and at the fac- 
tory ground at the Station were dis- 
cussed. Three casesjgof typhoid fever 
have developed in one family on Lin- 
den street, and about the house and 
others adjoining is a very bad state of 
affairs. The board will see that the 
conditions are improved. 


The board discussed the conditions 


on the factory ground to some length, 
but hesitated on taking any definite 
action until the owner of the property 
might be consulted with. It Is a ques- 
tion w.hat method is best to improve' 
the conditions, lint thfboard has sug- 
gested to the owner that a sewer be 
run the ejitire lengtn of the factory 
ground and cleaned levery morning. 
The board does not wish the owner to 
go to the expense of putting closets 
in each of the houses, but would bo 
satisfied if the present closets were 
connected with a sewer as above.

He expressed the 
deepest sympathy for Mrs. McKlnley 
and said the life of her husband was 
"worth more to the country than all the 
anarchists that could be piled up be- 
tween here and perdition." The feel- 
ings of the passengers on the ship, he 
said, were too deep for adequate ex- 
pression. Every one favored the imme- 
diate passage of a law by congress that 
would bang the guilty anarchists and 
drive their upholders out of the country 
or put them at work on some island. 


"They should be dealt with severely," 


said Mr. Mackay to a representative of 
the New York Herald. "We never had' 
so good a government in San Francisco 
and Virginia City as during those years 
when the vigilance committees were in 
control. Evwy offender was tried by a 
jury of twelve good men and if found 
guilty executed on the spof. Bad char- 
acters left the country instantly on re- 
ceiving warning from the committee. It 
did not have to 'be repeated. 


"I hope the newspapers and public 


officials will urge immediate action. 
This shooting down of good men like 
President McKlnley is a serious mat- 
ter. It makes no difference how brave 
a man may be, some cowardly assassin, 
w<th a noiseless gun, may shoot him 
from a roof at some unexpected mo- 
ment. Guards amount to nothing. 


"Summary^ justice properly executed 


will do the work. Drive the anarchists 
out of America. Hang every one of 
them caught in these crimes without 
delay. Let the movement begin with 
vigorous action on the part of the com- 
munity, and they will disappear when 
they flnd we mean business. Every an- 
archist arriving in this country should 
be sent back by the next steamer. The 
European police will attend to them. 
They are shadowed everywhere, and 
they should 'i)e kept over there, hunted 
down and promptly exterminated. 
' 


"The time has come for business men 


to take hold of this matter and settle It 
In good shape. There should be no half 
way measures. Let the papers help 
the movement along, force congress to 
make a proper law at the earliest mo- 
ment and 'have officials see that it la 
executed. Public sentiment will do the 
rest. The country will sustain such a 
movement and make anarchy a thing 
of the past."

The address delivered by President 


Byars 
was brief and touched prin- 


cipally upon two points, the fireman's 
relief fund and the membership of the 
association. The agitation for an in- 
crease 
of the appropriation granted 


by 
the state 
for a firemen's relief 


fund will be the matter 'of chief im- 
portance 
before the convention. Ten 


years ago the legislature granted this 
appropriation, setting aside 
the sum 


of $10,000 for the purpose, 
stipulating 


however, that anv surplus at the end 
of the year should be returned to the 
state. 
For s> number 'of years, from 


$1500 to $2000 was returned annually. 
but three years aero there was a de- 
ficit of $900. Two years ago there was 
smother deficit of nearly $800, which 
was made up out of the treasury of 
the 
association and this year the 


fund will fall short over S700. In view 
'of these facts Mr. Byars recommend- 
ed that the legislature be petitioned 
to increase the 
appropriation to at 


least $12,000. 


Speaking of the membership of the 


association, Mr. Byars deplored the 
fact 
that the firemen all over the 


state did not tgk" a more general in- 
terest in the organization.
